Lynxcnrurc. Va., July 3.—The scenefof 
the terrible disaster near ‘Thaxtons, on the 
Norfolk and Western railroad, is beyond de- 
scription. There is hardly enovgh left of the 
train of eight cars that took the leap to the 
bottom of the awfal pitto make onecar. <As 
soon as tlie boiler of the engine exploded the 
entire mass of debris took fire and those who 
went down who were not killed outright 

WERE BURNED TO DEATH. 

Portions of eight Lodies have been taken 
out, and it is believed that fully fifteen others 
were entirely consumed. A survivor of the 
wreck says that cries for help could be heard 
fromm all portions of the wreck, and those un- 
hurt were powerless to render assistance, 
Women who managed to escape lay about on 
the damp ground suffering from their injuries 
until daybreak, and many walked long dis- 
tances to farm houses. The few passengers 
left uninjured did all in their power for the 
unfortunates.

Costa Rica Falls Out With Nicarag 


Imminent. 

San Francisco, July 3.-—Sensational news 
of a probable war between Costa Rica and 
Nicaraugua over the canal came by steamer 
yesterday from Panama. The Managua cor- 
respondent of the Panama Star and Herald 
Says the war party has control of the Casta 
Rica gove foment an urges the immediate in- 
vasion of Nicarangua unless heavy indemnity 
be paid for carrying the canal in San Juan 
river for sixty milesalong the Costa Rican 
boufidary. This land claimed by Costa Rica 
bas once been decided by treaty to belong to 
Nicaraugua, but this treaty will be violated. 
Menocal obtained from Costa Rica only a few 
months agoa concession to carry the canal 
along the river, but the new party gained 
power and repuciated the agreement. Costa 
Rica has a much iirger army than Nicar: augqa 
and the troops have recently been equipped 
with the best guns from Euro; 90 Managua is 
greatly excited as troops have been massed on 
the Costa Rican frontier and an immediate 
advance is feared.

CHARLEsTON, 8. C., July 3.—{Special.]J— 
The jury in the Mungenmaier murder case to- 
day fulfilled public expectation by returning a 
verdict of ‘“‘not guilty.” The case excited a 
good deal of interest at the time of the tragedy 
(March 9th), but was entirely swallowed up by 
the McDow trial, which preceded it. It Was 
admitted by all who heard the evidence that 
the state, at the best, had only made out a 
case of manslaughter, but, as six of the Mc- 
Dow jurymen were on the jury, public anxiety 
Was directed to those men who had acquitted 
a& confessed murderer and were to sit in Judg- 
mentona man who at least hada good plea 
of self-defense. The jurymen were e qual to 
the occasion. Their lines were softened for 
them by the powerful and skillfu) plea of one 
of the greatest and most cloquent orators and 
skillful counsellors of the Georgia bar, Judge 
Twiggs.

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The Increase of Crime, 

According to Mr. Wines, the great author- 
ity on prison statistics, we had in 1850 only 
290 imprisoned criminals to a million popu- 
lation, but in 1880 we had 1,169 to the mil- 
licn.

Despite the fact that some of the south- 
western governors have issued proclama- 
tions to stop the prize fight between Sulli- 
van and Kilrain, it is believed in well-in- 
formed circles that the battle will certainly 
take place.

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, ATLANTA, Ga., July, 8, 
1859.—To the General Assembly: I have the honor 
to inform you that the new capitol building in the 
elty of Atlanta has been comp'eted, accepted by the 
capitol commission and furnished; that the public 
offices with the exception of the treasury have 
already been moved into it,and that the halls of the 
penate aud house of representatives are now ready 
for occupancy by the respective branches of the 
general assembly. J. B. GorDON, 

“Is it the pleasure of the senate to proceed 
with the regular order of business?’’ said the 
president.

On motion of Senator Shannon, a resolution 
directing the appointment of a committee to

E. Fields and report Tuesday morning, the 
Oth, was adopted. 

Then Senator Strother moved a five min- 
mates’ recess, which was taken, 

When the five minutes buzz was ended by 
the president’s gavel, the senator from the 
29th offered a resolution to employ two addi- 
tional gailery keepers in the new chamber. 

Here Senator Rice developed decided watch- 
dog proclivities. 

“I think it is rather hasty to appoint addi- 
tional officers without investigation, That 
senate is smallerthan this. Give us time to 
Jook intoit.

Atlanta’s Citizens Taking the Necessary Steps To-~ 
ward a Grand Dedicatory Reception--A Com- 
mittee to Be Appointed to Haye Charge of the 


Afiair. z 


Pursuant toa ca!l issued by Mayor Gienn to 
anumber of zgenticmen, a large committee 
‘met yesterday afternoon at the mayor’s office 
totake preliminary steps towards arranging 
for a grand dedicatory reception ball given in 
honor of the opening of the uew capitol 
building. 

Among those present were his honor, The 
Mayor, Mr. Joseph Thompson, Mr. M, Rich, 
Mr. Hoke Smith, Captain W. A. Wright, 
Captain R. F. Maddox, Hon. Frank Rice, Mr. 

.P. Chamberlin, Mr. Chas. Crankshaw, 
and a number of others. 

Mayor Glenn was chosen as chairman, and 
Mr. Clark Howell, Jt., as secretary of the 
meeting. 

The mayor stated the object of the meeting 

as above, and said that the city of Atlanta 
co to give a grand reception in honor of 
the notalic event. He had talked to the gov- 
ernor on tlie matter of having the use of th 
new capitol building for the purpose, and the 
governor had said that he would with pleas- 
ure turn the building over to those in charge 
of the proposed reception fer use for that 
purpose. The mayor suggested that commit- 
tees be appointed to go to work at once. The 
Views expressed by him were heartily con- 
curred in by all present, and it wag at once re- 
solved that the occasion suould be male a 
grand one, and that nothing should be left 
undone io nske it the most magnificent alfaiz 
of the kind ever given in Georgia. 

Thursday cvening, August the 8th, was 
agreed upon as the time, and from the entlu- 
gsiaem displayed at the mecting yesterday after- 
noon, it may be said that things will be made 
to fairly hum between now andthen. Atlanta 

ought to leave nothing undone to make tic 
affair thoroughly complete in every respect. 
All of the railroads in the state have agreed to 
BZive half rates for five days for that occasion, 
which will have the effect of bringing thou- 
Bands of people to Atlanta; and as for the 
dedicatorial reception it will be attended by 
one of the most representative gatherings ever 
held in Georgia. Large delegations will be 
present from all of the cities in the state. 
About ffve thousand invitations will be issued, 
and they will bo sent to all parts of the state. 

A general committee of fifty will be ap- 
pointed by Mayor Glenn, each of whom will 
be notified today through the mails to mect at 
the chamber of commerce tomorrow afternoon, 
July the 5th, at four o’clock, to consider thie 
matter in all its details, and appoint the neces- 
Bary committees to undertake the great work.

WHOLESALE LIQUOR ORDINANCE, 


Mayor Glenn Gets ina Veto, and Drafts a 
New Ordinance. 

At.the last meeting of the general council 
an ordinance was adopted requiring the whole- 
sale liquor dealers to close their places of busi- 
ness at all times when theretail saloons «are 
closed. 

This ordinance was intended to prevent the 
wholesalers from* selling liquor by the quart 
when the retailers were lawfully closed, 
which it was claimed Was a discrimination in 
favor of tho wholesale dealers. : 

But the wholesale men don’t agree with the 
view of the council, and it seems. that they 
have the mayor on their side. 

A petition was presented to Mayor Glenn 
yesterday from the wholesale dealers asking 
that the ordinance be repealed, so that they 
might keep their houses open tod: Ly. 

After considering the dot ‘ument th C mayor 
decided to undo What the eonncil had done and 
accordingly affixed his veto to the ordinance, 
much to the satisfaction of the wholesale men. 

In taking this action Mayor Glenn has pre- 
pared the following communication to be read 
to the next gener: a! council. The communica- 
tion explains itself: 

Mayor's Orricr, July 5, 1889.—To the Members 
of the General C oe cil: I am couvineed that 
you have — inte tionally dove an. injury to 
the wholesale aot tiade of Ailanta by the ordi- 
Mance passed a your iast meeting in whi eh they 
are prohibited irom ‘‘kec ping ry open th: piaces of 
business when the retail places of b: isness are 
closed;’’ and as Atlanta is i no coudition to hay 3 
any portion of Ler iegitimate trade ccippied, I dcem 
it my duty to intérpose my veto to this ordinance. 
I received a petition from several wholesale tera 
chants asking me to do this, which I transmit with 
this communieation, 

‘he evil whiclt your ordinance was intend<d to 
correct doubtless eonsisted inthe wholesale houses 
keeping open and seiling liquor by the bottle after 
10 o'clock at night and on public molidays, election 
days and other occasions when by law the reta: 
were required to close their houses; but this ordi- 
Mance goes fur beyond and yirtrally suspends on 
thos@days the trade of our whole merchants outside 
of the city andin other states.andil am contident 
that you did notintend to dothbis. Therecan be ‘ ) 
objection to their keeping open on those days for t the 

urpose of shipping goods previously sold, or sel 

g to their customers from other places who take 
advantage of the low rates on the railroads to visit 
Atianta on the Fourth of July and otber public 
days. 

This wholesale trade extends into the states of 
Alabama, Florida, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Teunessee and Mississippi,and Atianta has many 
competitive citics which would obtain an advan- 
tage if this ordinance were strictly enforced,

AsBUIL DING FOR THE CONFINEMENT 
OF REVENUE PRISONERS. 


Sheriff Thomes Will Erect a Separate Buiiding for 
the United States Prisoners at His Own Ex- 
pense—The Building to Be Begun at Once— 
How It is to Be Built and Maintained. 


At last Atlauta is to have a jail for United 
States prisoners. 

That is, a building is to be eréeted in which 
revenue prisoners will be confined, separate 
and distinct from the regular Fulton county 
jail. 

Tie necessity for such an institution has 
becn thoroughly discussed, and the prevailing 
sentiment has been that something looking to 
the better care of United States prisoners 
Shouid be done at once. The overcrowded 
condition of the jail demanded that an outlet 
be secured for the surplus, and recently the 
agitation of the matter led to the removal of 
number of the prisoners to Cobb county. 

Sheriff Thomas comes to the rescue, how- 
ever, and his planis one which meets with 
the approval of all the county officials, and no 
donbt will reecive the hearty indorsement of 
the public generally.

The consequence 
slowners on the part of the governinen 
Cia!s is that nothing has been done by tiem in 
the matter, although the necessity fora gov- 
erninent prison in or near Atlanta has been 
repeatediy brought to their attention. 

In view of these facts, Sheriff Tiiomes has 
decided to take the matter in bis own hands, 
and has completed all arrangements for the 
carrying out of his scheme. 

He proposes to erect a frame prison building 
on the ground owned by the county, near the 
present Fulten county jail, on Frazier street. 

Several o]d and useless buildings, which are 
now on the proposed site, will be taken away. 
This will in itself be no small improvement to 
the general appearance and healthfulness of 
the jailand surroundings. 

The new building will be of ample size, and 
will contain all necessary convenicnces for the 
proper care of the prisoners. It will be situated 
on tue south side of the jail, and will be con- 
structed with a view to economy and utility. 

The building will not cost the county, city 
or state a single cent, but will be built at the 
expense of the sheriff, and will be his private 
property. 

Of course Sheriff Thomas 1s granted 
mission. to erect this building on certain 
ditsons, all of which have been complied with. 

At a meoting of the county commissioners 
yesterday permission was granted Mr. Thornas 
to us€ the county’s ground for this purpose. 
There is to be no lease or contract for a_ st! 
lated time, however, but the county reserves 
the right to use the ground at any time, when- 
ever ile necessity arises. Insuch event Mr. 
Thomas agrees to remove the building at once,

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THE BOARD MEETS. 


The County Commissioners Transact a Good 
Deal of Business Yesterday, 

The board of county commissioners met in 
regular session yesterday morning, and the 
meeting lasted until late in the afternoon. 

A large amount of routine business was 
transected and a number of important matters 
came up for consideration. The full board 
Was present, 

Probably the most interesting feature of the 
session was the hearing and discussion of the 
report of Superintendent Donaldson, of the 
convict camp at whiq) tne riot occurred on 
last Monday. 

Superintendent Donaldson’s report gave all 
the details of the affair, together with an ac- 
count of the subduing and whipping of the 
nine convicts, two of whom were white men. 

After hearing the report the board approved 
the course adopted by the ofiicers, commend- 
ing them for their conduct. 

The opinion prevalent among members of 
the board was that the riot at South Atlanta 

cCainp Was caused, at least, to some extent, by 
the position taken by the grand jury in regard 
to the bad condition of this particular camp. 

This is the camp in which Pacetti was con- 
fined. Hisstory of the inhuman treatinent 
and vile condition of the camp induced an in- 
vestigation, by the grand jury. The members 
amp, 
and their report of its condition was decidedly 
sensational. 4 

The couniy commissioners think this report, 
together with what*passed between grand jury- 
mon and convicts, eneoura ved the latter to re- 
voit. The commissgpers also contended that 
Atiarrta camp ene epee etre a aed 
tion asany other, and thatthe grand jury's 
report was calculated to do more harm than 
god, 

Tiad it not been for the courage of the camp 
officials the riot would no donbt have ended in 
the loss of a number ef lives. 

Dr. H. L. Wilson offered a resolution pro- 
viding for the drafting of a bill authorizing 
the county commissioners to appoint regular 
policemen in the county districts. The bill 
will be drawn up at once and presented to oe 
legislature. 

Messrs. Garrett, Kiser and Wilson, the com- 
mittee appointed at the last meeting of the 
board to visit the Chattahoocheeriver, ‘and, to- 
gether with City Engineer Clayton, make the 
survey for a site for the building of an iron 
bridge across the river, made their réport. 
The committee was favorable to the building 
of the bridge, and Clerk Cooper was instructed 
to communicate with the Cobbcounty of- 
ficials, asking their co-operation in the work. 

The petition of the Union Street railway 
company asking permission to lay double 
tracks on Peachtree street from the corpora- 
tion line to Piedmont park was considered, but 
action deferred until the will of the city in re- 
gard to the matter is ascertained. 

The board adjourned to meet again on the 
20th of the present prouth.
